Citizens  :  —It  is  with  pleasure  that  your  committee  make 
report  of  the  condition  of  your  schools. 

At  the  time  we  were  elected  as  your  School  Board,  we  thouoht 
we  knew  something  of  the  disagreeableness  of  the  position,  but 
upon  trial  we  find  that  ''The  half  was  never  told."  However, 
if  our  present  good  health  continues,  we  will  try  to  serve  yuu 
another  year. 

The  school  in  the  north  part  of  the  town  has,  for  the  most 
part,  been  left  to  the  member  of  the  Board  who  resides  in  that 
vicinity. 

The  first  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Addie  W.  Downes  with 
oood  results. 

The  second  and  third  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Mary  S. 
Ellin  wood,  under  whose  instruction  good  progress  was  made. 

We  are  somewhat  better  acquainted  with  the  work  that  has 
been  done  in  the  village  schools. 

VV^e  have  had  excellent  teachers  without  exception. 

Miss  Page  in  the  Primary  continues  to  give  universal  satis- 
faction to  all  who  have  visited  the  school. 

?vjiss  Haney,  vvho  taught  the  grammar  school  the  first  two 
terms,  put  her  full  time  and  effort  into  the  work,  aad  with  her 


excellent  metliocls  would  have  shown  large  results  had  it  not 
been  for  some  of  the  parents,  who  seemed  to  think  that  their 
children  must  be  in  the  right  every  time,  and  the  teacher  always 
in  the  wrong. 

The  consequence  was  the  school  became  reduced,  to  a  large 
extent,  (several  being  allowed  to  remain  out  the  last  few  days 
of  school),  and  at  the  end  of  the  second  term  Miss  Haney  re- 
signed. This  was  a  source  of  some  annoyance  to  us  and  we 
were  on  the  point  of  giving  up  in  despair  when  the  good  wife  of 
one  of  your  committee  suggested  the  name  of  Miss  Mary  A. 
Rogers  for  teacher.  We  acted  upon  the  suggestion  at  once, 
secured  her  services,  and  had  a  very  successful  winter  term. 

We  wish  to  thank  parents  and  others  who  have  visited  the 
schools  for  so  doing,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  many  others 
will,  the  coming  year,  follow  their  example. 

As  the  town  is  now  obliged  to  furnish  text-books  we  think  it 
advisable  to  make  some  changes  before  the  commencement  of 
another  term.

Feli.ow-Citizen8  :  —  The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  in 
vvliieh  your  school  board  have  found  much  extra  work,  on  account 
of  the  changes  in  some  of  the  text-books  under  the  new  law. 

It  seemed  for  the  best  interest  of  the  schools  that  there  should 
be  a  change  in  some  of  the  books,  as  the  old  ones  had  been  used 
so  long  that  the  childven  did  not  have  the  interest  in  them  that  is 
necessary  for  a  successful  school. 

After  a  close  examination  of  a  large  number  <jf  ditf'erent  school- 
books,  we  decided  to  adopt  the  following  : 

Badlam's  Primer  and  First  Readei*. 

Harper's  series  of  Keaders. 

Appleton's  G  eographies. 

Wentworth's  Arithmetics. 

We  are  gratihed  to  know  that  both  teachers  and  scholars  are 
well  pleased  with  the  change.  After  a  year's  use,  we  find  the 
books  in  good  condition,  with  one  or  two  exceptions. 

(iKAMMAK  SCHOOL. 

Miss  Rogers  has  had  charge  of  this  school  the  entire  year.  In 
our  visits  to  this  school  we  observed  marked  improvement  during 
the  last  term.  The  scholars  seemed  to  have  taken  hold  Avith  new 
intcj-est,  and  correspondingly  good  results  followed. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 

The  first  term  in  this  department  was  taught  by  Miss  Page,  and 
was  very  successful.  The  second  and  third  terms  were  taught  by 
Miss  Ricker.  Under  her  instructions  your  (children  have  made 
rapid  progress. 

NORTH  BENNINGTON. 

Miss  Shattuck  had  charge  of  this  school  the  first  term.  The 


second  aud  third  terms  were  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Bryant.  We  are 
pleased  to  note  considerable  improvement  in  this  school  the  past 
year. 

We  want  to  find  just  a  little  fault  with  either  the  scholars  or 
their  parents,  but  we  hardly  know  where  it  belongs. 

The  trouble  is  this  —  four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (428)  in- 
stances of  tardiness  in  the  village  schools  during  the  year.  If  any 
one  knows  whose  fault  it  is  we  trust  they  will  assist  in  cutting 
down  these  figures  for  the  record  of  the  coming  year. 

The  interest  shown  by  parents  and  others  in  visiting  the  schools 
during  the  year  has  been  encouraging.  We  hope  all  who  have 
visited  them  the  past  year  will  visit  them  as  much  the  coming 
year,  and  bring  others  with  you.    All  are  invited  to  come. 

We  thank  the  citizens  for  the  liberal  amount  of  money  raised 
for  schools,  aud  hope  it  has  been  expended  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  town. 

We  would  recommend  that  a  like  amount  be  raised  for  the  com- 
ing year.
